That 
struck me as funny, but you 
people treat advertisements dif- 
ferently than we do. I saw a job 
offered, as a waitress, in a rest- 
‘aurant, and I applied. I was told 
by the manager that because I 
|was a foreigner I could not sell 
|liquors, but that I should any- 
way, and keep my mouth shut. 
One of the first orders I had was 
from a tipsy man who wanted 
five Manhattans. I know Man- 
hattan was a part of New York, 
so I told him to go to the South 
|Station. I was fired, after only 
two hours on the job. 

Then I saw an advertisement 
for Chorus Girls, 42 a week, for 
|five days, in the Old Howard. 
I looked up chorus, in the dic- 


tionary, and it said that it was

with a sling and lead pellets,” he 
says. “Then we would sell the legs 
to local restaurants and use the 
money to buy more lead.” 

He found that dogwood is the best ° 
sling shot material, because it has 
a steel-like hardness when sea- 
soned. 

Freeman's greatest sling shot 
thrill came last year near Del Mar, 
Calif., when he flushed a convey 
of quail. One broke away and 
circled alone. Freeman pulled the 
rubber, let go a slug, and killed 
the quail on the fly, That waa his 
first flying target, though he had 
killed running blue grouse and 
pheasant, 

“Most people don't realize it,"” 
Freeman explains, “but a properly 
used sling shot can be a deadly 
weapon. With a 200 grain slug and 
@ 35 pound pull a rabbit can be 
killed at 30 yards. I've reached 250 
yards without difficulty.”” 

Freeman's experience at the 
San Diego range began when he 
noticed a young recruit having 
trouble firing a .45 caliber pistol. 
Freeman said he thought he oould 
qualify with a sling shot, and did. 
He used expended .45 caliber slugs 
and during the rapid fire held four 
slugs in his right hand. He quali- 
fied with a score of 260-not bad 
shooting with or without sling shot,

I would like 
to clarify the matter of payments 
by the Reading Municipal Light 
Plant to the Town of Reading. 

You state that ‘in 1951 the Muni- 
cipal Light Plant paid to the Town 
of Reading the sum of $54,003.69. 
‘This was two and one half per cent 
of the primary cost of the equip- 
ment as of December 31, 1950 plus 
ten per cent of the net profit of the 
preceding year as defined in Chap- 
ter 164 of the General Laws.”’ This 


statement is correct expect that: 


it does not explain fully that this 
payment was made to the Town of 
Reading in lieu of taxes. Later on 
in the same editorial you state 
it's a nice thing too get a ten per 
cent return every year.” I can 
only conclude that this ten percent 
return referred to must have been 
taken out of the formula for pay- 
ment to the Town of Reading in 
Hie of taxes and this of course re- 
fers not to a ten percent return but 
to ten percent of the net profit of 
the preceding year as defined, 
which is of course quite a different 
thing. 

Neither Reading nor any other 
Municipal Light Plant gets a ten 
percent return on its investment. 
The maximum net return allowed 
by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities to a Municipal 
Light Plant is eight percent. Read- 
ing has never earned this figure.
